The vehicle, driven by Wal- 
lacé H. Daniels Jr, of Elba, re- 
portedly was traveling on 
Claxton Avenue by the ceme- 
tery when it struck a puddle of 
standing water during a heavy 
rain. The vehicle began to hy- 
droplane, and Daniels lost con- 
trol.

Caring for Someone with Alsheimer’s 


Caring for someone with Alzheimer’s disease takes its toll. According to the first detailed study ever done 
of caregivers ‘and the end of life, family members looking after a relative with dementia have higher 
levels of depression, and greater need for support while they are providing end-of-life care than they do 
after a period of bereavement. “Depression often results: when a family caregiyer, who endures high 
levels of stress, is unable to alleviate the suffering of a loved one,” said Dr. Richard Schulz, the Univer- 
sity of Pittsburgh, who led the study which was published’ in the New England Journal of Medicine. Home 
caregivers usually begin to recuperate from their depression within three months after the death of their 
loved One with dementia, and the improvement they experience tends to continue for a year. Knowing 
that the patiént’s death marks the ‘end of his or her suffering may help, cushion the blow of losing the 
loved one. More than. 60% of the home caregivers in the study said they thought the patient was in pain 
ofteti or most of the time prior to death, 72% of caregivers said they were somewhat or strongly relieved 
by the relative’s death, and more than 90% said they thought that death would be a relief to the patient. 
On Duty 24 Hours a Day: The research focused on 217 family caring for relatives with dementia 
during the year before the patient's death and after death, Half the caregivers reported they spent at least

46 hours a week ‘assisting their relative with activities of daily living. More than half. the caregivers 
reported that they felt they were “on duty” 24 hours a day and that they had had to end or reduce 
employment owing to the demands of caregiving. The caregivers had high levels of depressive symptoms 
while providing care to relatives with dementia. But the caregivers showed remarkable resilience after 
the death of their demented relative. Within three months of the death, the caregivers had clinically 
.| significant declines in the tevel of their depressive symptoms, and within a year the levels of symptoms 
were substantially lower than levels reported while they were caregivers. 

Grieving Ahead of Time: “The home caregiver may begin to grieve while the patient is still alive. 
They may psychologically distance themselves and rehearse what life will be like once he or she is 
gone,” Schulz said. Moe than two-thirds of the home caregivers said they felt prepared for their loved 
one’s death. The study concludes that end-of-life care for paticnts with dementia is extremely 
demanding of family caregivers. Intervention and services are most needed by family caregivers 
before the patient's death: When death is preceded by a protracted and stressful period of caregiving, 
caregivers feel considerable relief at the death itself, 

Perspective: This research clearly suggests that services currently available only to patients who are 
hospice eligible would benefit caregivers and patients with dementia. These needed services include} 
bereavement and counseling services before death for the family and pain control for the patient. Dr. 
Holly Prigerson from Yale commented that; “Providing for the mental health care needs of the 
second victim of Alzheimer’s disease, the caregiver, may prove a tangible and cost-effective way 
to ensure that both patients and caregivers have the best quality of life possible.” We agree!

Make’ sure your pruning and 
gardening tools are, cleaned 
after use to minimize the trans- 
port of disease to healthy plants. 

You can’ sanitize your tools 
using a bleach solution of 1 part 
bleach and 9 parts water. 

* Destroy plant debris. 
Most diseases over-winter and 
survive in plant material. Clean 
up fallen leaves and. branches 
from under and around your 
plants and burn or trash them. 
Don’t.add these plant materials 
to your compost or use them as 
mulch; — 

* Buy only healthy plants. 
This may sound simple but 
many people don't stop to ex- 
amine their plants thoroughly 
before buying. Check all stems, 
roots, and leaves for leaf.spots, 
yellowing, browning,  shred- 
ding, oozing or cankers, The 
presence of these may indicate 
the beginning stages of disease. 

Also, buy only from a reputable 
dealer that you know: carries 
good stock. 

* Prevent free moisture. | 
know. you can’t stop the rain, 

but. you can practice good wa- 
tering habits. Plant only in well- 
drained areas and water early in 
the morning. Watering at night 
promotes. disease as it leaves. 
water on the foliage surface for 
an extended amount of time. 
Watering in the heat of the day 
only causes the water to evapo- 
rate ‘before your plant.can. get 
the maximum benefit of: the 
moisture... Finally, don’t forget 

to turn automatic: sprinklers’ off 
during periods of excess rain- 
fall. ae 

.* Promote good air circula- 
‘tion. Plant your plants follow- 
ing the recommended spacing. 
Planting too close together can 
increase humidity, which pro- 
motes disease development. 

* Keep plants stress free and 
‘avoid wounding. Plant your 
plants in their proper place. and 
kéep them. watered, fertilized 
and free of wounds, Happy. 
plants equate healthy plants.. To 
avoid wounding cut’stems back 
to a lateral branch or bud with- 
out Jeaving a stub when prun- 
ing. Avstub is a perfect wound 
opening for diseases to enter 
through.

In 2006, 9,200 fireworks-re- 
lated injuries were treated in 
U.S. — hospital. emergency 
rooms. Forty-nine percent of 
the emergency room fireworks- 
related injuries were to the ex- 
tremities and 46 percent were to 
the head. 

Of those injuries to the ex- 
tremities, 37 percent were to 
the hands or fingers. Fifty-five 
percent of the 2006 fireworks 
injuries were burns, while 30 
percent were contusions. and 
lacerations. 

“People need to understand 
that fireworks can be extremely 
dangerous if they are not used 
correctly,” said Samille Jack- 
son, health educator with the 
Injury Division at the Alabama 
Department of Public Health. 
“Adults should be very carefil 
when using fireworks and chil- 


by fireworks’ were under the 
age of 15, 

The risk of injury by fire- 
works was — two-and-a-half 
tithes as high for children ages 
10-14 compared to the general 
population, Males accounted 
for 75 percent of fireworks in- 
juries in 2006. 

Despite popular belief, in- 
juries ate not only occurring to 
individuals using homemade or 
illegal devices, People are sus- 
taining injuries and even being 
killed as a result of using, man- 
ufacturing, transporting and 
storing federally regulated fire- 
works, 

In 2006, 90 percent of the 
emergency room fireworks in- 
juries involved firéworks' that 
federal regulations permit con- 
sumers to use, Sparklers, foun- 
tains, and novelties’ alone 
accounted for 28 percent of the 
emergency room fireworks in- 
juries. 

“The best way to prevent 
fireworks-related injuries is to 
leave fireworks displays to the 
trained professionals,” said 
Jackson. “Professionals are the 


'» ones most capable of using fire- 


works properly,” 

For those who-do decide to 
use fiteworks this Fourth of 
July holiday, the following 
safety tips are recommended: 

* Do not let children under 14 
years of age use fireworks. 

* Supervise individuals under 
age 18. 

* Only buy from reliable fire- 
works sellers; read and follow 
all the warnings and instruc- 


tions.

* Do NOT try to re-light or 
handle malfunctioning fire- 
works; soak them in water and 
throw them away, 

* Be sure other people are at a 
safe distance away. before light- 
ing fireworks. 

* Never ignite fireworks in a 
container — especially a glass or 
metal one. 

* Store fireworks ‘in a cool, 
dry place according to their 
specific storage instructions. 

* Never experiment or at- 
tempt. to make your own fire- 
works, 

* Do hot wear loose clothing 
near a fire or while using fire- 
works. 

* Rockets should be launched 
from a rocket Jauncher, notea 
bottle. 

There are no “safe and sane” 
fireworks, Fireworks and 
sparklers are designed to ex 
plode or throw off showers of 
hot sparks at temperatures that 
may exceed '1200°F. 

Light sparklets one’at'a time 
at: arm’s length, Always wear 
gloves while holding a sparkler 
and never give one to a child 
under 5 years of age. 

Educate children (of all ages) 
about the dangers of fireworks 
and teach them to practice 
safety at all times.
